WASHINGTON. Dec. 22—Ameri-

been launched by the department 
of commerce bureaus of the trea- 
sury. aa<J ether financial and sta- 
tistical departments. 


In this probe many interesting

Noteworthy among them

new •'business"—the counterfeiting 
of American money in foreign coun- 
tries. 


Government officials have been 


esked by the Austrian bankers as 
sociation for ail information in deal- 
ing with counterfeiters, the malting 
of surplus money being particular- 
ly prevalent in that nation. 


No action is contemplated by this 


government against counterfeiting 
abroad, nut it was understood that 
foreign countries where currency is 
almost worthless are taking steps 
to

(An Editorial) 


r I ''HERE can be no better reminder to Coshoc- 
J. 
tonians of Time's swift flight than another 


issue of the Elks' Christmas Edition. For years this 
commendable practice has been followed until now 
'* h*» become a fixed custom, a worthy institution 
in our municipal life. 
And as each annual com- 


memoration is celebrated it is harder to realize that 
another year has lapsed into Eternity. 


In an ideal world there would perhaps be no 


need of the effort that is put forth to bring a touch 
of real Christmas cheer to the homes of the deserv- 
ing poor. Philosophers have dreamed of a time 
when involuntary poverty will be banished and 
there will be DO need of charity in a land like this. 
We all dream of the message of the Prince of Peace 
and secretly long for its practical application in the 
affairs of men. We know that Justice is better 
than Charity, but in lieu of the one it is still better 
to apply the other and to do the best we can to 
substitute unselfishness for greed and to instill love 
instead of hate in the hearts of men. 


For weeks hard work and intelligent effort 


have been made in preparation for this day. The 
paper you buy is but a symbol of it all. For weeks 
busy men have planned by night and striven ear- 
nestly by day that Christmas cheer may reign in 
every home in Coshocton and its environs. 
The 


same men today are standing at every street corner 
and at every factory gate with jests upon their lips 
but with earnest minds asking neither time nor ef- 
fort from you, but merely a paltry dollar or two as 
a token of your kinship with your fellowmen. 


There is no giving like that for which we know 


there will be no return. 
Intimate friends and rela- 


tives we know will remember us as assuredly as we 
will remember them. 
In the average exchange of 


Christinas gifts the joy of giving is closely approxi- 
mated by the joy of receiving. But to give when we 
know there is no possibility of our generosity being 
reciprocated is to obey the age-long injunction: 
"Inasmuch as ye did it unto the least of these, ye 
did it unto me." 


So the burden of our plea today is to co-oper- 


ate with the Elks in the gracious custom they hava 
inaugurated. 
Co-operate in the same spirit with 


your church, with your own lodge, if you are not an 
,EIk, and with the Salvation Army. 
Help them all. 


Don't refuse a single request tending to make this 
a real Christmas in every Coshocton home. 
Ignore 


no agency which proposes to make others happy on 
this day of all days. 
It matters not whether the 


recipient of your bounty is worthy or unworthy in 
your estimation. 
It if not for us to judge. Better 


that scores of so-called unworthy are fed and 
warmed than that one deserving case be neglected. 


If Christianity teaches us anything, it teaches 


democracy. It teaches the brotherhood of man. In 
the period of war bitterness we scouted the term 
internationalism and even put men in jail for 
preaching it as a worthier slogan than mere patriot- 
ism. 
And yet Christ was the first and greatest 


internationalist. His spirit knew no barriers of race 
or creed or color. 
His message was not to the few, 


but to Jew and Gentile, to Greek and barbarian 
alike. 
He spoke not for the times in which he 


lived, but for al! time. He knew no clique or party, 
no clan or nation, no sect or cult. 


He lived with the poor, he plead their cau»e, 


he died a victim of patrician hate and fear. 
H« 


forgave the humble their infractions of church and 
civil law, but he drove the money changers from 
the temple. 
He ever had in mind the mass of men 


and he stood between them and their exploiters. 
The theologians of his time with their fine spun 
theories and their petty bickerings he held in utter 
contempt. 
For the downtrodden and oppressed he 


had a message of cheer and he encompassed them 
with a boundless Jove. 


The truths he taught still fire the minds and 


exalt the imaginations of men. The world is still 
far from what he visioned when he gathered the 
lowly about him, but the spark he kindled will 
never burn out.

Even tho slowly -we are yet approach- 
ing the standards he raised. 
The men who stand in 


the streets today with their bundles of papers are 
doing his work, if only for a day, and the world is 
learning that even for the sake of worldly gain it 
pays better to love men than to curse them; that 
peace settles more problems permanently th«rs war; 
and that in the end hatred and injustice are con- 
sumed in their own fires. 


Knowing all this let us give in the spirit that 


he gave. 
Our own great poet, Lowell, has taught 


us that the "gift without the giver is bare."' 
We 


can fill the stomachs and warm the bodies of the 
needy with our surplus dollars, but it takes kind- 
ness and love to fill and warm their hearts. 
The 


time is ripe for a change in the tide of human af- 
fairs. 
Mankind yearns for a fuller and a freer life. 


It may be had by practicing the year around the 
kindlier, nobler virtues which this holy season in- 
spires.

HE rebel against the ways of organized society re- 
, sents the fact that church and state reserve the right 


to solemnize and legalize the institution of marriage. 
"Matrimony," says he, "is no more than the mating of a 
man and a woman. 
When they determine to mate, 


church and state may give their blessing, if they wish, 
but the mating would be innocent and moral without" 
benefit of either clergy or statute, as it would be inno- 
cent and moral if neither of these existed." 


Thus far the rebel's logic is sound, but logic and hu- 


man nature have little in common; and the thing that 
most annoys the rebel js his secret conviction that society 
would run amuck if it* should accept his reasoning. Soci- 
ety must make a virtue of expediency or resign itself to 
bedlam. 


The rebel holds also that the rights of all men are 


and should be equal—that to punish the weak with pov- 
erty and wretchedness is brutal, and that to permit the 
strong to acquire goods they cannot use is to take lessons 
in righteousness from the dog in the manger and to shame 
the very jungle beasts that eat their fill and leave the 
offal to lesser folk. 
* 
Here, again, he reasons fairly, but again he takes no 


account of human nature. If the strong could not acquire 
and hold properties they do not ne'ed—if they could not 
seize prizes to which, by the law of the jungle, their 
superior prowess entitles them—if they could not. in any 
manner, feed their vanity by demonstrating, advertising 
and accentuating the difference between themselves and 
weaker folk, they would cease to exercise their superior 
prowess: mankind would fall back to a dead level of 
•weakness and mediocrity, and there would be an end of 
progress and of civilization.
